When he proposed last week that 
the Secretary of War, Sir Laming 
Worthington Evans, should make the 
Opening statement on. Genoa, and 
that he himself would reply to cfft- 
icisms of thé Government policy, he 
was denounced as attempting an eva- 
sion of his responsibility. It was de- 
manded that he should make the 


ence and he obliged with a speech 
that left his opponents no substan- 
tial ground of attack. 

The Premier scared them with his 
picture of thunderous conditions of 
the European atmosphere in which 
the conference assembled, warning 
his hearers of the grave danger aris- 
ing out of a “‘flerce friendship” be- 
tween Russia and Germany, driven 
by common misfortune to unite their 
armed strength against the rest of 
Europe. a 

Scoffs at Soviet Nationalism. 

He claimed credit, which no one 
attempted to deny, for the  non- 
aggression pact with which he 
brought the Genoa conference to a 
close, as a guarantee that for six 
months at least Europe would seek 
peaceable means of avoiding the ter 
rible alternative of settling her dif- 
ferences by force. 

He frankly stated his belief that 
agreement with Russia was the 
kernel of the question, but at the 
same tim» laid down firmly the frre+ 
ducible conditions on which Russia 
could attain the credits essential to 
her resuscitation and the restoration 
of Europe. None of his opponents 
could take exception to these terms 
nor can Ruasia if she is wise. 

“Talk about nationalism in Russia 
is all humbug,” he exclaimed, de- 
Claring that the boasted system of 
nation-owned land was, in effect, 
nothing less than individual pro- 
prietorship, and that a communistie 
government was actually speaking 
for a population no less individualis- 
tic than that of England. 

“It is not a democracy,” he said, 
“it is an oligarchy.” 

Defers Two Big Questions, 

He bade the House now to look 
to The Hague for the practical fruf- 
tion of the work at Genoa, kindling 
a new hope of European settlement 
which no party could repudiate or 
decry. 

He deferred to next week any 
statement on the two burning quese- 
tions of France and reparations, but.

In short, he emerged 
triumphantly from the position 
which his opponents expected would 
irretrievably damage his prestige,
